KL.  In  Phase  II  two  Bns  secured  bridge  sites  to  block  VC  infiltration  routes  through 
tne  area.  Both  phases  were  completed  on  ~12  Feb  67.  Phase  III  occurred  on  3  Feb  67* 
There  was  light  contact  with  an  unknown  VC  force  using  SA,  AW  and  recoilless  rifles 
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Phase  IV  began  on  4  Feb,  with  light  contact  with  a  VC  squad  and  50  rounds  of  82mra 
mortar  fire  received  in  the  21  Bn,  1st  Inf  base  area,  resulting  in  light  US  casu¬ 
alties,  Light  cor&act  continued  on  5  and  6  Feb.  Documents  end  equipmerfc  captured 
vie  W-965762  indicated  the  units  were  in  a  training  area  used  by  C03VN  main  force 
units,  specifically  1st  and  2d  Bru,  70th  Regiment,  On  7  Feb  there  was  heavy  contact 
with  a  VC  platoon  at  WT97267B  by  1st  Bn,  5th  Inf  (Mech).  With  tho  help  of  support¬ 
ing  artillery  and  airstrikea  20  VC  were  killed  (BC),  On  the  same  day,  A  VC  train¬ 
ing  area  was  located, 

A  truco  was  observed  for  the  Lunar  New  Year  (Vietnamese  TET)  from  8-12  Feb, 

All  elements  occupied  their  bases  astride  VC  supply  and  infiltration  routes  and 
conducted  extensive  patrolling  within  their  AO's,  The  VC  violated  the  truce  six 
times  to  include  firing  on  US  forces  from  across  the  CAMBODIAN  border,  to  include 
light  contact  with  an  unknown  number  of  VC  on  8  Feb  67,  without  results. 

The  final  period  of  Operation  GADSDEN  consisted  of  an  attack  north  to  exploit 
intelligence  gained  about  th&  27lst  Regt,  followed  by  a  sweep  south  and  southeast, 
to  disrupt  VC  activities  in  the  area.  On  13  Feb  the  1st  Eh,  5th  (Mech)  destroyed 
an  ordnance  facility  WT986624  containing  bombs,  arty  rounds  and  grenades,  as  well 
as  tools  and  molds  for  their  fabrication.  On  16  Feb  a  ralUer,  LY  VAN  THU  from 
Recon  Squad,  C21  Recon  Co,  27lst  Regt  was  taken  at  XT033788  by  2d  Bn,  221  Inf  (Mech). 
He  stated  that  1st  Bn,  4th  Bn  and  Regt  HQ  and  C21  Recon  Go  of  271st  Regt  had  been 
in  the  LO  GO  area  vie  WT9780  -  WT9862  since  6  Feb.  Prior  to  that  they  were  in  DAU 
TIENG  District,  BlfH  DUONG  Province.  On  18  Peb  21  Bn,  77th  Arty  and  21  Bn,  221  Inf 
(Mech)  received  50  rds  of  82nm  mortar  fire  at  YT020780.  On  21  Feb  3d  Bn,  221  Inf 
engaged  an  unknown  number  of  VC  at  30081828.  Documents  captured  thbre  identified 
the  1st  and  3d  Bns,  70th  Regt  and  2d  Co,  Gp  49,  a  medical  unit  subordinate  to  OOSVN. 
Documents  and  information  received  from  the  above  named  rallier  indicated  the 
contacts  made  duping^  GADJ3DM  were  with  elements  of  the  271st  Regt  and  the  70th 
Regt  assisted  by  local  guerrilla  units.  The  capture  of  vast  amounts  of  supplies 
and  destruction  of  base  areas  and  major  training  sites  caused  severe  losses  to 
the  VC  in  the  IX)  GO  and  XQM  GIUA  areas.

(l)  Personnel.  During  the  past  quarter  the  personnel  posture  of  the 
division  has  been  excellent.  Assigned  strmgth  ( approximately  1065!)  exceeded  the 
authorised  strength.  This  average  has  been  maintained  in  an  attempt  to  keep  the 
division  PDY  above  100$.  There  continues  to  be  a  shortage  of  Infantry  and  Artillery 
NCOfs  grades  B5  and  E6.  Other  NOS  that  this  headquarters  places  in  the  critically 
short  category  ares  11D40;  1lF20j  11F40;  26020;  63E20;  32C10  and  91B20,  These 
shortages  have  occured  os  a  result  of  lack  of  fill  action  against  requisitions.

(fl  A  FSIDP  caDDoign  has  been  conducted  along  Highway  #1, 
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from  GU  CKt  to  00  DAU  HA,  offering  rewards  for  information  on  VC  minos,  So  far 
3  Vietnamese  civilians  havo  given  information  rogording  the  locations  of  nines 
and  havo  boon  paid  rewards, 

(g)  A  bus  mining  incidont  occurred  on  6  April  67  on 
Highway  #1  between  TRAHG  BANG  and  GO  5»Aif  KA  resulting  in  IS  civilians  killed 
and  .10.  injured.  The  incident'was  exploited,  utilising  tha  ARVN  FSIDP  Team 

to  broadcast  messages  showing  that  tho  VC  were  responsible  and  hand  distributing 
leaflets  showing  that  medical  cars  hdi  been  given  to  tho  survivor*  by  the  GVtyTJS 
Forces, 

(h)  Requisitions  havo  bean  submitted  by  the  G5  and  each 
brigade  within  the  division  for  a  tape  recorder  and  a  polsroid  camera.  Those 
items  will  bo  utilised  for  preparing  tapes  and  making  pictures  for  leaflets, 
thereby  increasing  tho  timeliness  and  credibility  of  our  PS2DP  material, 

(i)  CHIfU  HOI  Program:  The  CHIEU  HOI  Program  continues 
to  show  improvement.  There  is  evidence  that  the  program  is  beg&tuiiii^  to  effect 
the  vc.  main  force  units.  During  the  month  of  April,  two  (2)  former  VC  acting 
company  commanders  from  the  D-14  Eh  and  a  VC  tax  collector  from  the  l£IGHEL£N 
Plantation  rallied.  They  cooperated  by  writing  letters  to  be  made  into  leaflets, 
allowing  their  pictures  to  be  tdken  and  recording  tapes  persuading  their  friends 
to  rally.  They  also  provided  useful  information  for  improving  our  CHIJ3J  HOI 
PSIOr  Program.  Host  of  the  information  provided  is  listed  under  para  2b  (Lessons 
Learned). 

(2)  Psychological  (rSYOPS)  operational  factors  or  activities 
Contributing  to  Lessons  Loomed, 

(a)  Observations: 

The  PSTDF  program  continues  to  show  mere  and  more 
results  as  experience  increases.  The  number  of  leaflets  disseminated  and  the 
amount  of  loudspeaker  time  has  increased.  Effective  thanes  are  used  to  make 
our  propaganda  credible.  More  hard  core  VC  are  rallying  to  the  GVN,  indicating 
that  our  propaganda  thanes  are  effective.  As  more  HOI  CH/JW  are  interviewed, 
the  FSTOF  efforts  will  be  improved.  Ground  loudspeaker  and  leaflet  operations 
face  to  face  aonmunicsbion  and  personal  letters  written  by  HOI  CHAMi  to  VC 
families  have  proven  to  be  the  most  effective  means  of  propaganda  dissemination, 

(b)  Recommendations :  See  Lessons  Learned.

( 1 )  Personnel  and  Supporting  Medical  Units. 

(a)  The  Division  at  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  was 
short  four  (4)  Medical  Corps  Officers  and  one  (l)  Medical  Service  Corps  Officer. 
Tho  shortage  of  physicians  existed  in  the  25th  Medical  Battalion  (2),  and  the 
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Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Coup  any.  Division  (2), 

(b)  The  ?th  Surgical  Hospital  terminated  all  support  by 
it3  personnel  (who  ware  infused  into  the  12th  Evacuation  Hospital)  and  moved 
out  of  the  CU  CHI  base  camp  to  assume  another  support  mission. 


(c)  The  two  primary  medical  facilities  remaining  in  the. 

C(J  CHI  camp  are  the  12th  Evacuation  Hospital  rind  the  25th  Medical  Battalion  (-). 
In  April,  however,  the  25th  Nodical  Battalion  sent  C  Company  to  CHU  III  as  port 
of  a  provisional  task  force,  and  now  has  only  Headquarters  and  A  Company  and  D 
Ctopany  in  (XI  CHI.  3  Company  remains  attached  to  the  4th  Infantry  Division  et 


(d)  In  March  1967,  the  196th  Infantry  Brigade  began 
participation  in  Operation  OREGON  for  an  indefinite  period.  Medical  support 
for  garrison  units  at  TAY  NINH  and  combat  units  in  the  area  was  assumed  by  a 
clearing  platoon  (-)  of  the  25th  Medical  Battalion  which  was  later  replaced 
by  a  clearing  company  of  the  9th  Division. 

(2)  Training. 

The  25th  Medical  Battalion  conducted  refresher  training 
for  all  newly  assigned  corpsmen  and  initiated  a  plan  wherein  these  personnel 
were  infused  into  the  Infantry  battalions  for  a  period  of  fourteen  (l4)  days. 

The  instruction  was  met  with  enthusiasm  and  the  plan  was  well  reCoivod  by  the 
Support  Command  and  the  Infantry  battalions  as  well. 

(3)  Preventive  Medicine. 

Health  of  the  Command.  The  health  of  the  command  continues 
to  bo  excellent.  Malaria  and  Hepatitis  cases  remain  at  a  low  rate.  Venereal 
Disoase  remained  relatively  constant.  A  rather  high  rato  of  diarrheal  disease 
occur ed  in  the  month  of  April 

(4)  Enviromental  Situation. 

(a)  Water  Supply.  The  Division  irr ovontive  Medicino 
personnel  consistently  check  the  four  water  points  in  the  CU  Oil  coop.  Each 
of  the  wator  points  is  operational  and  chemical  analysis  indicates  the  water 
supply  to  be  excellent. 

(b)  Waste  Disposal.  Plans  are  being  drafted  to  move  the 
sanitary  Till  to  a  now  location  and  to  intensify  the  supervision  of  disposal  of 
odiblo  garbage.  The  G4,  in  conjunction  with  the  Post  Veterinarian,  is  developing, 
this  program. 

(5)  Conclusion, 

Medical  support  continues  to  be  excellent.  The  influx  of 
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noc  personn-.'l  into  all  nodical  facilities  during  the  reporting  period  has  not 
rosulted  in  a  sot -back  of  quality  support,  but  rather  has  resulted  in  fresh 
energy  and  now  ideas  which  has  Xc*A  to  hotter  nodical  sorvico  for  tho  25th  Infantry 
Division,

DISCUSS  DOM  i  Duo  to  the  unit*  Initial 'movement  to  RVK  In  April  1966,  the  Battalions 
experienced  a  heavy  tom  over  of  personnel  in  March  md  April  196?.  Tha  unit* 
have  had  a  hard  tiaa  in  keeping  tha  oonbat  affactivanaas  op  aid  keeping  tha  unit 
functioning  smoothly  due  to  thla  lack  of  experienced  personnel, 

OBSERVATION i  Rotation  ahould  be  apaoed  ao  aa  to  preclude  any  large  turnover  of 
peraomneiT*  lhia  can  be  dona  byt 

(a)  Adjusting  tha  BROS  to  allow  rotation  over  a  2  -  3  month  period* 

(b)  Inter-transfer  of  personnel  between  units  to  preclude  both 
units  having  a  large  turnover,  i.e.,  a  Battalion  with  a  heavy  rotation  of  personnel 
In  January  could  exchaiga  30  -  hP%  with  a  Battalion  that  has  a  heavy  rotation 

in  Junior  July* 

ITEM i  Reed  Stt  additional  personnel  in  the  Aviation  Battalion* 

DISCUSSION:  On  16  April  a  Div  Cir,  6l6-2,  was  received  which  stated  that  all  out¬ 
standing  Rto&E's  requesting  additional  personnel  had  been  disapproved  and  that 
the  Battalions  should  prepare  Itself  to  function  within  the  confines  of  tha  "BP 
series  TO&E.  Examination  revealed  dire  need  f  or  additional  people  if  the  Bn  vas 
to  continue  to  operate  in  an  effective  manner. 

OBSERVATION:  This  unit,  as  far  aa  can  be  determined,  is  not  organised  like  any 
other  aviation  unit,  either  divisional  or  non-di visional,  in  KVN.  A  general  re¬ 
write  of  the  Aviation  Battalion  TO&E  is  urgently  needed  to  establish  a  logical 
structure  from  which  the  Aviation  Battalion  can  continue  to  provide  support  for' 
tha  Div  without  straining  its  existing  assets* 


ITEM:  Replacement  of  Aviator  Personnel  to  maintain  combat  effectiveness* 

DISCUSSION:  Aviators  have  been  rotated  prior  to  replacements  being  assigned  to 
the  unit.  When  new  aviators  are  assigned,  a  period  of  approximately  fifteen 
days  is  required  to  train  personnel  to  assume  the  duties  of  those  who  have 
departed, 

OBSERVATION :  Replacement  personnel  should  be  programmed  to  arrive  a  minimum  of 
days  prior  to  the  departure  of  an  aviator  in  order  to  maintain  combat 
effectiveness, 

ITEM:  Avail*  of  adrtfcn  personnel  of  proper  MOS  to  replace  personnel  who  are  to 
depart. 
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DISCUSSION!  Daring  the  leet  three  months,  ell  Company  Operations- personnel  here 
rotated  ■with  no  qualified  personnel  for  replacements .  At  present,  all  personnel 
working  in  Operations,  with  exception  of  one  are  on-the-job  trained. 

OBSERVATION t  A  concerted  effort  should  be  made  to  replaoe  personnel  in  orltloal 
HOS’s  prior  to  departure  to  mein  tain  a  proper  continuity  In  these  slots. 

(2)  Operations 

ITBHt  Deliberate  versus  Hasty  Search, 

DISCUSSION t  Deliberate  and  Hasty  Searoh  Ope  both  have  distinct  advantages  end 
disadvantages.  Generally,  the  Hasty  Searoh  Op  is  planned  to  move  through  an  AO 
quickly  to  oateh  VC  off  guard*  The  Deliberate  Search  is  planned  with  the  idea 
of  destroying  VC  food,  supplies,  equipment  and  fortifier. 

OBSERVATIONS t  The  initial  phaae  of  an  op  should  consist  of  Hasty  Searoh  of  the 
entire  id  preferably  by  the  use  of  highly  mobile  unite,  such  as  Meoh  or  Heli- 
bome  forces.  Subsequent  phases  should  employ  phaae  lines  which  require  unite 
to  do  a  thorough  job  prior  to  moving  on. 

ITEM*  Detection  of  Hines  • 

DISCUSSION »  A  rain,  especially  a  relatively  herd  one,  will  uncover  mines  laying 
near  the  ground  surface  particularly  in  open  areas  and  al~ng  roads. 

Following  heavy  rains,  maximum  advantage  should  be  taken  of  greater 
on  capability  resulting  f  rom  mines  being  uncovered  to  recoin  future 
routes,  CP  locations,  etc. 

ITEM:  VC  Contact. 

DISCUSSION!  Calling  in  ArtyAortar  fire  and/or  alratrlkee  against  light  contact 
even  though  some  element  of  the  unit  may  have  heavy  contact  and  several  serious 
casualties,  causae  considerable  delay  to  counterattack  plane  usually* resulting 
in  loss  of  VC  contact.  These  fires  should  be  called  for  immediately,  but  at 
such  distance  that  they  seal  off  the  objective  area  and  initially  serve  as  a 
block  to  withdrawing  VC. 

OBSERVATION!  Light  enemy  contact  must  be  met  with  aggressive  action.  Arty, 
mortar,  and  air  fires  should  be  called  for  immediately  but  at  a  distance  which 
will  seal  off  the  area  from  VC  reinforcements  and  block  VC  routes  of  withdrawal. 

ITEMi  Perimeter  Defense. 

DISCUSSION !  A  possibility  exists  that  a  vehicle  (or  vehicles)  on  a  perimeter 
could  be  overrun  and  its  Cal  NO  turned  on  other  carriers. 

OBSERVATION!  Each  vehicle  inside  the  outer  perimeter  must  also  be  assigned  a 
sector  of  fire  which  includes  the  friendly  carriers  within  that  sector  in  the 
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avant  they  overpowered  In  an  attack. 

Tmi  Personnel  Riding  In  Carriers  versus  Oft  Carriers. 

DISCUSSION »  There  are  distinct  advantages  and  disadvantages  to  both  riding  in 
oarriers  and  on  oarriers.  Oenorally,  riding  on  oarriers  results  in  fewer 
casualties  from  RPG-2  rds  and  more  rapid  response  to  onomy  controt,  howover,  it 
also  results  in  mo^e  casualties  from  command  detonated  alayraorea  and  sniper  fire; 

OBSERVE TIOM i  There  should  be  no  fixed  polioy  on  riding  on/in  personnel  oarriers. 
the  local  commander  must  determine  whether  the  greater  threat  is  from  RPO-2  rds 
or  from  commend  detonated  claymores  end  booby  traps.  Once  ho  dooides  on  the 
most  probable  threat,  he  should  place  his  men  accordingly. 

1352 ‘  Mutually  Supporting  MO  Bunkers  • 

DISCUSSION i  In  a  human  wave  frontal  assuelt  VC  were  able  to  overrun  2  -  .50  Cal 
Md  bunkers.  These  bunkers,  despite  their  heavy  fire  power,  are  not  capable  of 
withstanding  a  heavy  frontal  assault. 

OBSERVATION i  MO  Bunkers  are  the  first  objeotivos  of  a  VC  human  wave  attack, 
fttey  must  be  heavily  protected  by  oonoortine  wire,  sand  bags  and  fortifications. 
MO  bunkers  must  be  mutually  supporting  end  must  have  TKm  inmedintoly  In  front 
of  the  adjacent  MO  bunker.  MO  bunkers  must  have  Ml8  Claymores  mines  at  least 
2  rows  deep  and  3  rows  wide  in  front  of  them  to  break  up  assaults. 

ITEM >  Defensive  Arty  Concentration. 

DISCUSS ION t  DEFCONS  are  an  excellent  means  of  providing  rapid,  olose,  end 
aoeurate  arty  fire  w/o  time  consuming  adjustments.  When  properly  used  the 
DEFCONS  can  provide  instant  support  and  first  rd  hits  on  advancing  enemy  force. 

OBSERVATION »  DEFCONS  must  be  fired  to  within  100  meters  of  the  FPL.  To  do  this 
trps  must  bo  in  protective  positions  while  firing.  DEFCONS  must' be  fired  rtall 
quadrants,  a  minimum  of  U  or  more  depending  on  the  else  of  the  unit  involved,  and 
should  covor  all  avenues  of  approach  and  all  doad  space.  DEFCONS  must  be  fired 
in  at  different  intervals,  at  a  minimum  every  other  dry,  to  make  allowance  for 
difference  in  guns  and  movement  of  porimotur.  Irregulrr  firing  of  DEFCONS  during 
the  night  insures  that  the  VC  onnnot  approach  FFL. 

ITEM:  Soiedl  Unit  Sweeps. 

DISCUSSION »  Slow  ground  sweeps  in  a  single  direction  results  in  vc  detecting 
the  axis  ”f  advance  and  fleeing  the  zone  of  action. 

OBSERVATION!  Small  Unit  swoops  whould  be  a  two  phase  op.  The  first  phase  is  a 
fast  violent  attack  to  surprise  the  VC.  The  second  phase  should  be  a  meticulous 
search  of  all  likely  hiding  places  after  the  zone  of  opa  has  bean  affectively 
sealed. 
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ITBMt  So lection  of  a  Defensive  Position. 

DISCUSSION t  A  major  river  ia  a  dangerous  obstacle  cn  which  to  have  a  perimeter. 
Rivera  are  often  bordered  with  heavy  vegetation  that  Unite  obeervation.  The 
obstacle  hampers  the  movement  of  friendly  troopa  md  offers  protection  for  anipere 
firing  from  aoroaa  the  river. 

OBSERVATION i  Seloct  defensive  perimeters  with  small  obetaolea  with  good  viaability 
and  fields  of  fire.  The  inside  of  the  perimeter  should  afford  cover  end  concealment-. 

ITEM i  Canal  Crossing. 

DISCUSSION t  Crossing  oanala  at  previously  constructed  sites  often  results  in 
booby  trap  casualties. 

OBSERVATION t  Construct  multiple  crossing  sites.  Secure  the  far  banks  and  flanks, 
and  cross  well  dispersed  with  at  least  five  meters  between  individuals.  A  good 
rule  is  one  man  on  the  far  bank,  and  in  the  water,  end  one  on  the  near  shore. 

ITBHi  Helicopter  Racrapply*. 

DISCUSSION!  Shuttling  helioop tex*s  over  long  distance  resupply  routes  from  base 
oanp  io  the  forward  oosdbat  units  results  in  long  turn-around  times  whan  the 
helioopter  is  not  being  profitably  used.  This  also  increases  the  time  needed 
for  resupply  ops  and  farces  the  forward  unit  to  halt  combat  ops  early  in  tho 
afternoon. 

OBSERVATION!  Moving  supplies  by  convoy  to  the  Firo  Support  Base  early  in  the  day 
cuts  turn-around  time  to  a  minimum  and  permits  maximum  use  of  daylight  hours  for 
combat  ops. 

ITEM!  Aviation  Unit  Standard  SOP. 

DISCUSSION!  Small  differences  in  aviation  unit  SOP  on  such  things  as  formations, 
leading,  signal,  emoke.  etc*,  a an  mean  the  difference  between  success  and 
confusion  on  combat  airlifts. 

OBSERVATION!  A  Viotnam-wide  SOP  on  heliborae  Ope  which  spells  out  miner  points 
but&llows  these  pointa  to  be  changed  whon  the  situation  dictates  would  allow  for 
move  effective  Ope  with  ell  aviation  unite. 

ITEM!  Hand  Grenada  Employment  and  Safe  Distance  When  Destroying  Bunkers. 

DISCUSSION!  Mines  and  boobytrape  in  VC  bunko rs  often  create  a  larger  explosion 
than  expected  when  demolitions  are  employed  to  destroy  the  bunker. 

QpgffRVATION t  Hand  Grenada s  should  be  thrown  in  all  bunkers  after  visuNSL  inspection. 

ITEM!  Immediate  action  after  on  APC  hits  a  Kino. 
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DISCUSSION?  Whon  a  Moch  unit  remains  in  plaoo  after  orto  of  its  vehicles  hits 
a  nine,  it  lays  ltsolf  open  to  VC  AW  and  anti-tank  firo,  Minefields  sro  often 
oov^d  by  fire.  If  the  unit  halts  in  column,  it  is  diffloult  f^r  medical 
T^rsoiinel  to  move  their  APC  up  to  the  minod  APC. 

OBSERVATION t  Once  an  APC  strikos  a  mine  and  receives  fire,  tho  remaining  vehicles 
should  bring  firo  to  bear  on  enemy  positions,  maneuver  toward  those  positions, 
and  pest  dismounted  security  elements  f  orward. 

ITEM?  iughtly  firing  of  Pinal  Proteotive  Fires. 

DISCUSSION i  Controlled  firing  of  the  Co  IFF  just  after  dark,  before  the  listening 
poets  move  into  position,  followed  by  a  Bn  critique  proves  to  be  very  effective. 
The  action?  (1)  Vorifies  weapons  positioning  (2)  clears  the  woedlino  of  VC  prior 
to  patcol  deployment  (3)  gives  the  men  confidence  in  their  defensive  fires.' 

OBSERVATION t  Final  protective  fires  should  be  fired  nightly  and  adjusted  as 
necessary. 

ITEM?  Satelliting  of  ARVN  to  US  Units  down  to  Platoon  Level. 

DISCUSSION t  Twice  during  Op  JUNCTION  CITY,  the  1st  Bn  (Meoh),  5th  Inf  operated 
with  ARVfo  Units.  Companies  were  satellited  to  US  Companies,  and  Platoons  worked 
together.  The  spirit  of  aggressiveness  and  cooperation  far  exceeded  previous 
Ops  where  ARVN  units  worked  toward  the  same  mission  but  in  separate  areas. 

Results  vers  gratifying. 

OBSERVATION t  When  the  VU  Commander  agrees,  U5-ARVN  units  Should  be  paired  down 
to  M  a  toon  level  and  controlled  by  a  Joint  Headquarters  at  each  level. 

ITEM?  Ube  of  Wiretap  Teams. 

DISCUSSION?  Several  times  in  Ops  of  the  1st  Bn  (Meoh),  5th  Inf,  VC  conmo  lines 
were  discovered  but  high  *3*  indicated  that  only  specially  trained  teams  should 
be  allowed  to  tap  them  for  intelligence  material.  The  time  required  for  such 
to aiis  to  arrive  in  the  area  is  long.  The  question  remains  unanswered  on  whether 
an  inexperienced  team  tap  would  produce  an  audible  oliok  in  the  line,  ^  and  if  it 
did,  would  a  VC  operator  recognise  the  sound. 

OBSERVATION  i  A  written  policy  should  be  published  concerning  wiretapping  of 
enemy  lilies.  Any  evaluation  of  the  problem  should  consider  immediate  tactical 
valuo  of  intelligence  gained  in  relation  to  the  chance  of  compromising  the  tap. 

ITEM:  Small  VO. Mines  may  bo  Augmented  with  Larger  Explosive  Charges. 

DISCUSSION i  On  important  roads,  small  exposed  mines  have  been  found  to  be 
connected  with  concealed  large  explosive  chrrgos.  In  many  cases,  if  the 
apparently  small  mine  is  detonated,  the  supplementing  explosion  can  cause 
craters,  unexpected  damage,  and  casualties. 
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OBSERVATION t  In  inu  which  ataould  be  preserved  trm  d Image,  all  winee  ehould 
Be  carefully  examined  before  destruction.  Cere  amat  be  taken  in  analysing  the 
reaultant  damage  whioh  night  ocour  if  the  mine  ia,  in  feet,  uaed  aa  a  de tone tor 
for  a  larger  mine*  Disarming  and  removal  of  ninea  should  be  accomplished  when¬ 
ever  possible* 


133!'  Routes  may  be  Mined  Shortly  After  Use* 

DISCUSSION  t  Whan  units  return  on  the  acne  route  previously  used,  they  have 
found  that  ninos  have  been  laid  in  the  lnterin*  On  a  recant  Op  one  unit 
rotumod  over  a  route  they  had  olerrrd  only  six  hours  earlier  end  found  that 
mines  had  been  laid  in  the  fresh  tracks* 


OBSERVATION >  When  feasible,  exit  an  area  over  a  route  different  from  that  used 
to  onti'r.  "When  this  la  not  possible,  use  mine  detectors  end  be  elart  to  the 
likelihood  of  recent  minings. 

ITEMi  Cross  Country  Mobility  of  Mt*2  (Twin  UOsm  SP)  • 

DISCUSSION »  The  Mb2  unit  can  be  effectively  employed  with  mechanised  and 
Esshrei  Cav  units  operating  in  open  areas  of  rlco  paddies  end  hedge  rows . 

Their  use  in  jungle  areas  or  in  dense  undergrowth  is  not  recommended.  Optimum 
deployment  is  two  MU2's  per  platoon  of  supported  units*  The  MU2*s  direct  fire 
capability  for  counter  firo  at  night.  Logistic  support  for  POL  and  ammunition 
is  critical.  Maximum  range  of  M!|2  cross  country  is  SO  miles  as  fuel  consumption 
is  2%  gel  por  mile* 

OBSERVATION  i  Direct  support  missions  of  mechanised  and  armored  Cav  units  are 
within  the  capability  of  the  Mli2  weapons  system. 

ITS! i  Security  of  Disabled  Vehicles. 

DISCUSSION »  An  MSS  (?*»  Ton  trk  mtd  Quad  .50  Cal  MO)  was  mined  resulting  in  3 
VIA  allies troying  the  vehicle.  Ten  minutes  after  the  incident  the  crew  received 
SA  and  AW  fire  from  an  est  Sqd  of  VC*  The  alertness  and  aggressive  action  of 
the  orew  forced  the  VC  to  break  contact, 

(fflfigRUiTTQW  «  The  establishment  of  security  must  be  done  simultaneous  with  the 
oaro  of  wounded  after  a  vehicle  is  disabled. 

ITEMt  Fire  Coordination  Linos. 

DISCUSSION t  Coordination  of  fires  adjacent  to  other  units  requires  extra  pre- 
cauiicn  and  coordination* 

OBSERVATION:  Direct  VHF  Communications  between  adhacont  artillery  cloaring  Hqs 
is  imperative.  There  should  be  no  middle  man  in  the  clearing  process. 

ITEM:  Clearance  of  Fire  Adjacent  to  Fire  Coordination  Lines. 
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DI8CT5SI0S  i  During  6  recent  Op  two  Bdes  shared  a  mutual  brundiy  doaimatod  as 
an  p2l,  One  Bdo  policy  restricted  fires  within  $00  meters  cf  friendly  position. 
They  often  refused  to  clear  fires  in  the  adjacent  Bc’.e  area  if  these  fires  would 
fall  within  5C0  motors  of  their  p-sitions. 

OBSERVATION t  FCL*a  should  bo  treated  as  defined  in  PM  6-20-1,  i.o.,  a  coordi- 
nation  l£no,  not  a  clearance  line  or  permission  lino.  No  other  units  should 
have  tho  authority  to  deny  fires  within  anothor  units  area  cf  Op  previdod  the 
effects  of  tho  fire  will  not  g°  into  the  other  units  area. _ _ _ 


ITEM t  Employment  of  Artillory  Searchlights. 

DISCUSSION t  The  employment  cf  soarchlights  in  support  of  porimotor  defense  ie 
new  to  many  tactical  units  end  thoir  deployment  and  use  roquire  special  tech¬ 
niques  • 

OBSERVATION i  Sonrchli;:ht  missions  require  the  same  coordination  procedures  as 
fire  missions,  i.e.,  adjacont  units  must  bo  consulted.  Also,  the  lights  must 
be  laid  for  direction  with  direct  communication  to  a  light  DC,  Lights  should 
have  altematu  positions  and  bo  moved  nightly. 

ITEM i  Flights  Near  Defensive  Fortifications. 

DISCUSSION:  On  111  Jan  67,  an  aircraft  was  assigned  tho  mission  to  defoliate 
the  porimetor  of  an  ARVN  compound.  While  flying  r.t  aporoximrtely  30  foot  in 
performance  ofL  this  mission,  a  friendly  claymoro  mine  was  dotonated,  Tho  mine 
was  probably  triggered  by  the  aircraft  rotor  wash  and  resulted  in  the  aircraft 
receiving  approximately  30  holes  through  the  skin  and  tho  crow  chief  being 
woundod  slightly  in  the  hand. 

OBSERVATION  t  Careful  consideration  must  bo  given  to  any  mission  which  is  to 
be  performed  in  the  vicinity  of  defensive  fortifications. 

ITEM:  Obtaining  Ground  Clearance  for  Aviation  Operations. 

DISCUSSION:  Hie  amount  of  coordination  required  to  obtain  ground  clearances 
to  conduct  Army  Aviation  Aerial  Firo  Support  and  Firefly  typo  Ops  takes  up  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  if  accomplished  on  a  dry  to  day  basis.  Whenever 
possible  Ops  of  this  type  should  be  preplanned  to  oover  longer  periods  of  time 
and  clearances  obtained  aa  much  as  a  week  .in  advance.  In  this  manner  advance 
notice  is  available  to  all  concerned  and  more  effort  can  bo  directed  to  detailed 
planning*.’  * 


OBSERVATION:  In  planning  aviation  support,  mission  type  orders  should  cover 
longer  periods  cf  time.  Clearances  can  then!'  be  obtained  earlier,  cover  a 
longer  period  of  time  and  require  less  time  and  effort  to  coordinate. 

ITEM:  Concertina  Wire. 
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DISCUSSION:  Triple  oonoertire  defense  viro,  when  properly  used  and  Installed, 
i«  very  e?f active  in  preventing  infiltration  and  frontal  assaults  on  friendly 
positions*  A  single  strand  of  concertina  can  be  easily  bresched  and  must  be 
retiiforced  to  triple  strand.  Triple  strand  wire  if  not  properly  secured  can 
be  ir  nitrated  by  individuals » 

OBSERVATIONS i  Triple  concertina  defensive  wire  must  bet 

(a)  Securely  staked  down  with  8*  and  tif  engr  pickets  end  strung 
with  barbed  wire*  This  prevents  the  wire  being  lifted  and  infiltrated. 

(b)  Concertina  must  be  a  minimum  of  50  meters  from  the  nearest 
friendly  elements  to  prevent  hand  grenades  being  thrown  in  from  in  front  of  the 
wire. 


(o)  Concertina  must  be  covered  by  AW  fire  at  points  of  easiest 

access. 

(d)  Trip  flares  and  noise  making  devices  should  be  used  to  provide 
warning,  of  any  attempt  to  break  the  perimeter. 

(e)  Booby  traps  and  mines  can  be  employed  in  front  of  and  under 
the  concertina  wire.  These  areas  must  be  covered  with  AW  fire.  Penal— Ion  to 
booby  trap  must  be  received  from  25th  Inf  Div  CO. 

(3)  Training  and  organization 

IlfMi  Formation  of  provisional  combat  team  within  a  support- typo  unit  enhanced 
morale  and  improved  efficiency. 

DISCUSSION t  Some  soldiers  in  the  Sqdn's  Hq  &  Hq  Trp  did  not  feel  that  their 
administrative  end  logistical  duties  effectively  contributed  to  the  U.S.  effort 
in  R7N,  end  several  had  requested  reassignment  to  line  trps.  The  line  units 
provide  an  ambush  patrol  outside  the  base  camp's  perimeter  every  night,  along 
with  other  operational  missions.  Volunteers  were  assembled  from  the  HHT  and 
undertook  additional  training  for  three  weeks.  The  twenty-five  persons  who 
persevered  were  formed  into  a  provisional  unit  which  participates  in  an  ambush 
patrol  at  least  once  per  week,  relieving. the  line  units  that  night.  This  unit 
is  known  locally  as  "McCormack's  Raiders"  after  the  HHT  Commander, 

OBSERVATION:  Formation  of  volunteers  fron  HHT  into  a  provisional  unit  has 
Afforded  tKem  the  opportunity  to  actively  participate  against  the  VC*  and  has 
greatly  increased  unit  pride  and  Esprit  de  Corps. 

ITEM:  Rotation  of  Bn  Personnel. 

DISCUSSION:  Over  SO%  of  the  enlisted  personnel  and  60%.  of  the  officer  personnel 
were  rotated  to  CONUS  in  the  pest  90  days.  This  "rotational"  hump  was  completed 
while  the  Bn  was  involved  in  Op  GADSDEN  and  JUNCTION  CITT.  The  program  of  cress 
training  personnel,  coupled  with  the  pro  ^t  requisitioning  and  arrival  of 
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replacements  w ra  a  major  factor  in  the  successful  accomplishment  of  the  Bn  msn 
in  support  of  combat  oporeti  ns. 

(OBSERVATION :  That  continuod  emphasis  be  placed  upon  cross  training  of  personnel 
and  prompt  requisitioning  of  replacements » 

ITEM?  Div  KARS  Station. 

DISCUSSION ;  There  exists  the  requirement  for  more  frequencies  to  be  made  available 
for  use  by  the  25th  Inf  Div  MARS  Station.  This  station  operates  a  net  vhdeh 
consists  of  five  stations.  At  the  present  time  two  frequencies  ere  available 
that  can  be  used  daily  and  one  additional  frequency  that  van  be  used  every  othor 
day. 

OBSERVATION t  If  two  more  frequencies  were  made  available,  the  number  of  phone 
patches  could  increase,  resulting  in  a  greater  number  of  Div  personnel  receiving 
benefit  from  this  facility. 

ITEM:  Division  Signal  School. 

DISCUSSION;  The  Div  Signal  School  makes  available  training  classes  on  use  of 
the  codes  and  secure  voice  communications  equipment  to  all  units  within  the 
DLv.  The  following  are  the  number  of  classes  conducted  and  personnel  who 
attenedi 

(a)  February:  It  Classes  7  attended. 

(b)  March;  11  Classes  67  attended. 

(c)  April;  11  Classes  7k  attended. 

OBSERVATION;  Attendance  at  this  school  is  not  mandatory,  but  is  provided  for  the 
benefit  and  ©oamtalen said?  the  Div.  Units  send,  personnel  to  the  Div  Sig  School 
when  operational  commitments  permit. 

ITEM;  Destruction  of  Duds  and  Mines. 

DISCUSSION;  Much  time  can  be  lost  by  having  the  finding  unit  (usually  the  lead 
element)  destroy  duds  and/or  mines. 

OBSERVATION :  Mines  and  duds  should  be  marked  and  prepared  for  demolition  by  the 
finding  platoon,  but  actually  blown  by  a  following  element. 

ITEM;  Uhe  cf  Grappling  Hooks. 

DISCUSSION t  Gtrappli.ig  books  with  l^ng  ropes  can  be  used  effectively  to  check 
enemy  mines,  equipment,  reed  blocks,  brush  and  trees  from  roads,  etc.,  for 
possible  booby  traps* 

OBSERVATION;  Grappling  hook*  with  long  ropes  attached  should  be  carried  (l  per 
plaioon)  for  use  in  blowing  booby  traps. 
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ITEM:  Tost  Firing  Weapons* 

DISCUSSION t  Patrols  desire  to  test  fire  their  weapons  frequently,  but  are  not 
always  provided  with  a  range  without  request.  This  is  also  true  of  Hqs  Personnel. 

OBSERVATION t  After  due  coordination  with  adjacent  units  and/or  ARVN,  a  range  sad 
time  can  be  established  for  test  firing  of  weapons. 

ITEM i  Use  of  Claymore  Hines. 

DISCUSSION!  Berras,  ditches,  folds  in  the  terrain,  etc.,  often  preclude  claymore 
mines  from  being  effectively  employed. 

OBSERVATION «  Deads pace  can  sometimes  be  covered,  by  placing  claymore  mines  in 
trees,  on  poles,  etc..  The  Lesson  Learned  is  to  use  imagination  in  the  place¬ 
ment  of  claymores. 

ITEM:  Gasoline  Operated  Chain  Saws. 

DISCUSSION:  Due  to  restrictions  on  selection  of  Arty  position  arees  it  is 
often  necessary  to  remove  trees  and  other  obstacles  to  orovide  required  fields 
of  fire  or  to  reduce  site  to  mask. 

OBSERVATION :  Gasoline  operated  chain  saws  should  be  included  as  part  of  the  Arty 
firing  B try  MTOE. 

ITEM:  Aviator  Training. 

DISCUSSION:  During  the  month  of  Feb,  this  unit  only  participated  in  four 
combat  Ops.  This  occured  during  a  period  of  maximum  aviator  change-over,  so 
that  when  the  end  of  Mar.  arrived,  A/25  only  had  eleven  fully  qualified  air¬ 
craft  commanders  out  of  a  required  total  of  twenty-five.  To  be  considered 
fully  trained  by  this  unit's  SOP,  the  aircraft  commander  must  be  signed  off 
by  an  instructor  pilot  after  he  has  sucessfully  participated  in  a  minimum  of 
three  combat  assaults  as  an  aircraft  commander. 

OBSERVATION!  A  minimum  cf  fifteen  combat  assaults  monthly  is  considered  essential 
to  maintain  aviator  proficiency  and  to  train  new  aviators.  When  the  turnover  of 
personnel  increases  during  a  given  period  of  time,  consideration  must  be  given  to 
the  unit's  CA  coranittment  so  that  aviator  proficiency  dees  not  decrease. 

ITEM:  Lack  of  Semi-Secured  Ranges  for  Gunnery  Training. 

DISCUSSION:  The  only  available  ranges  have  been  over  hostile  territory,  making 
it  necessary  to  use  two  armed  helicopters  in  these  areas.  The  lack  of  flyable 
aircraft  in  sufficient  numbers  to  accomplish  this  has  made  proper  and  continuous 
training  impossible. 

OBSERVATION :  The  availability  of  a  range  or  a  local  secure  area  would  facilitate 
the  uso  of  only  one  aircraft  to  accomplish  gunnery  training  when  two  aircrafts 
are  not  available. 
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ITEMi  Flight  Sections. 

DISCUSSION i  Uhdor  our  present  TOB,  the  General  Support  Company  consists  of  a 
General  Support  Platoon,  containing  a  Utility  Section  end  a  Tactical  Support 
Section*  This  causes  some  aviators  to  fly  an  excessive  number  of  hours,  while 
tffcher  fly  a  lesser  amount* 

OBSERVATION t  By  dividing  the  aviators  into  U  flight  sections,  controls  con  be 
established  governing  the  number  of  hours  and  types  of  missions  that  each 
aviator  would  fly,  thus  giving  each  aviator  a  chance  to  fly  different  type 
aircraft  and  a  more  rounded  experience  in  different  type  missions* 

ITHJ*  Organic  Armed  Helicopters* 

DISCUSSION  i  Co  A  does  not  have  the  capability  of  immediately  responding  to 
airmobile  lift  requirements  because  of  tile  lack  of  an  organic  armed  helicopter 
platoon*  The  general  support  requirements  placed  on  Co  B  by  the  Div  scattered 
Ops  precludes  rapid  response*  The  armed  helicopters  in  B/25  provide  fire 
support  to  ground  elements,  night  surveillance  and  interdiction  missions, 
convoy  cover,  counter  mortar  suppression  and  medical  evacuation/resupply  air¬ 
craft  escort  cover.  Div  requirements  for  gunship  support  on  these  missions 
presently  tax  B/25fs  capabilities  to  the  fullest* 

OBSERVATION:  With  an  organic  armed  platoon,  A/25  would  not  have  to  wait  for 
the  recall  of  B/25  gunships  or  the  attachment  of  fire  teams  from  other  units 
in  the  Corps  area*  Teamwork  between  the  lift  aircraft  and  the  gunships  is 
absolutely  essential  for  a  successful  airmobile  qp.  At  present,  this  team  action 
must  be  coordinated  for  each  and  every  assault.  With  organic  gunships  coordi¬ 
nation  would  be  a  matter  of  standard  operating  procedure,  and  provide  the  same 
proven  capability  new  employed  by  combat  Avn  Bn  Airmobile  Companies. 

•  ITEM:  Requirements  for  TO&E  Augmentation. 

DISCUSSION :  This  unit  currently  is  organized  under  TO&E  1-75E  as  directed  by 
GOjj&i,  Hq,  25th  Inf  Div.  No  augmentation  has  been  provided  to  allow  for  increased 
activities  initiated  by  combat  requirements. 

(a)  Under  original  Div  TO&E,  the  maintenance  Bn  was  staffed  to 
provide  E  Co,  DS  maintenance  for  Aviation  support.  At  that  time,  Div  had  only 
the  general  support  company  plus,  separate  aviation  sections  to  furnish  aviation 
support  to  the  Div.  Co  A,  Airmobile  (Lt)  was  added  in  May  66. 

(b)  US  Army  manning  level  augmentation  criteria  for  establishing 
maintenance  personnel  requirements  indicate  far  greater  maintenance  personnel 
strength  is  required  to  furnish  the  aircraft  availability  and  utilisation  which 
the  Inf  Div  has  proven  necessary  for  sustained  Ops  in  RVN. 

(c)  Finn  commitment  for  sufficient  pilot  strength  is  not  available 
at  company  level  although  the  additional  pilots  required  to  fill  both  pilots 
seats  in  25  aircraft  appear  on  TO&E  1-77E  as  augmentation  para  08  line  01. 
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(d)  Mo  action  has  bssn  approved  to  allow  25  door  gunners  positions 
or  to  assign  rank  structure  for  those  individuals. 

OBSERVATION »  Tactical  necossity  for  increased  maintenance  capability  has  been 
proven  for  over  U  years  by  airmobile  ccnpanios  (It)  thru  flying  hour  programs, 

A/0  availability  and  overall  mission  capability.  These  units  have  assigned  KD 
maintenance  detachments  as  outlined  in  TQScE  29-5000. 

HEOCMWMDATIOH  t  Recommend  precuring  a  like  maintenance  Dot  for  Co  A,  25th  Avn 
Bn,  further  reco— land  necessary  action  be  initiated  to  provide  complete 
operational  T0&2  with  naoessexy  augmentation  approved  thru  00. 

(M  Intelligence 

rnjMt  Innocent  photographs  can  provide  enemy  intelligence  with  valuable 
iWonuititti# 

DISCUSSION:  In  Feb  67,  three  VC  low  level  agents  were  captured  on  the  25th 
Inf  OLv  Base  Camp.  Their  apprehension  was  based  on  three  photographs  that 
were  captured  from  an  unidentified  VC  intelligence  unit.  The  photographs 
contained  the  pioturea  of  five  indigenous  laborers  employed  on  the  base  camp 
whose  features  had  been  Obliterated,  apparently  by  being  boned  out  with  a 
cigarette.  The  background  of  the  photographs  contained  figures  listing  distances 
in  meters  from  Arty  registration  points  as  well  as  identification  markings  on 
various  military  equipment  and  structures.  During  interrogation,  the  three 
agents  a&oLtted  that  the  photographs  had  been  taken  by  their  03  supervisors  as 
e  favor  to  the  agents  and  that  the  measurements  had  been  written  on  the  photo¬ 
graphs  at  the  request  of  their  handler,  who  had  specified  the  point  at  which 
to  take  the  measurements. 

OBSERVATION:  All  personnel,  and  especially  those  assigned  to  duties  supervising 
indigenous  employees,  should  have  the  security  risk  inherent  in  even  innocent 
photographs  brought  to  their  attention. 

ITBft  The  necessity  for  furnishing  a  complete,  accurate  Captive  Card  (MACV 
Form  3I1O)  with  every  detainee. 

DISCUSSION :  In  many  instances,  detainees  are  evacuated  for  interrogation  without 
a  Captive  Card  or  with  one  which  contains  fragmentary,  incomplete  or  erroneous 
information.  It  is  difficult  to  grin  the  upper  hand  during  the  initial  inter¬ 
rogation  when  this  occurs.  It  la  therefore  essential  that  capturing  units 
complete  individual  Captive  Cards,  IN  THE  FIELD  providing  the  DETAILS  of  the 
capture  of  every  person  detained.  In  some  cases  in  the  past,  personnel  of 
capturing  unit's  Hqs  have  attempted  to  complete  capture  tags  after  the  arrival 
of  the  detainee  at  the  Div  FW  Collecting  Point.  Naturally  the  lack  of  first 
hand  information  concerning  the  cireunstances  of  the  capture  of  the  individual 
leads  to  serious  omissions  of  vital  information. 

OBSERVATION:  Every  member  of  the  Individual  line  units  should  carry  and  know 
bow  to  complete  Captive  Cards  of  detained  persons. 

ITEMS  Visits  of  Unit  S2'a 
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DISCUSSION t  Past  experience  has  shown  that  timely  visits  bp  S2's  to  tha  Ordsr 
of  Battle^OB)  Section,  25th  HI  Det,  have  been  valuable  to  both  parties*  The 
free  exchange  of  intelligence  information  inherent  in  their  visit*  eliminates 
the  possibility  that  intelligence  may  not  reach  the  S2  and  allows  clarification 
in  detail  of  intelligence  holdings.  Extensive  visual  aids  (l.e«,  maps,  photos, 
charts  and  overlays)  maintained  at  the  MI  Det  enable  the  S2  to  relate  his  in¬ 
formation  to  the  overall  situation  in  the  Div  TAOR,  All  intelligence  souroes 
available  to  the  MI  Det  are  analysed  and  related  to  the  specific  area  of  in- 
tores  t  of  the  S2's  unit*  The  S2,  in  turn,  provides  detailed  information  on 
areas  in  which  his  unit  has  operated.  This  information  plus  the  results  of 
exploitation  of  intelligence  provided  by  the  OB  Sootion  are  of  significant 
value  to  the  overall  intelligence  program* 

OBSERVATION i  Frequent  visits  of  Bde  and  Bn  S2's  to  the  OB  Section  cro  Of  value 
to  the  overall  intelligence  program  in  general  and  the  conoemed  individuals  in 
particular* 

ITEM:  H  &  I  Target  Acquisition  with  SLAR  Aircraft. 

DISCUSSION t  A  moving  SLAR  return  in  the  vicinity  of  a  suspected  VC  base  oarap 
indicated  that  the  camp  night  be  occupied.  Arty  fire  was  placed  on  the  base 
camp  and  large  secondary  explosion  resulted.  A  moving  return  on  a  road  or 
river  can  be  engeged  by  firing  along  the  road  or  river  or  by  firing  at  known 
or  suspected  crossing  of  off  loading  sites  in  the  vicinity.  A  rotum  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  planned  concentration  can  be  fired  upon  almost  immediately.  SLAR 
returns  which  require  comparision  with  other  available  intelligence  to  deter¬ 
mine  proximity  to  known  installations  or  activities  can  generally  be  fired  upon 
within  25  minutes  after  sighting. 

OBSERVATION:  In  flight  spot  reports  from  Army  MOHAWK  SLAR  aircraft  can  provide 
lucrative  Arty  H  &  I  targets, 

ITEMt  Use  of  MI  Teams  at  Bn  Level. 

DISCUSSION:  Military  Intelligence  Personnel  remain  at  Bde  CP  locations  during 
Ops.  MI  Teams  could  collect  more  timely  and  accurate  information  if  they  were 
in  the  field  with  maneuver  elements. 

OBSERVATION :  MI  Teams  should  be  available  to  company  sized  units  on  oall  for 
on-the-spot  exploitation  of  captured  documents,  personnel,  and  materials. 

ITEM:  Rapid  and  accurate  reporting  of  VC  Structures  end  Materials. 

DISCUSSION:  Because  of  the  nature  of  many  Ops  which  require  company  elements 
to  maintain  their  momentum,  there  is  little  time  for  Bn  Intelligence  Personnel 
to  conduct  on-the-spot  investigation  of  discovered  installations  or  materials; 
the  company  must  move  on.  In  order  to  obtain  timely  and  accurate  information 
about  enemy  structures  and  materials  the  company  should  be  prepared  to  conduct 
its  own  inventory  of  materials  and  to  mate  diagrams  of  structures. 
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OBSERVATION!  Each  company  should  designate  a  torn  to  sketch  enemy  fortlfloatlomsf 
a  Moond  tern*  could  conduct  an  acourata  invantory  of  capturad  matartal.  lhla 
Information  could  b«  quiokly  passed  to  Bn,  and  with  lettlo  delay  the  company 
oould  continue  to  more* 

ITEM i  H  &  I  Fires  may  prevent  VC  recovery  of  bodies* 

DISCUSSION*  When  an  ambush  patrol  engages  VO  during  darkness  but  does  not 
subsequently  leave  its  position  and  search  the  target  area,  the  VC  usually 
return  before  daylight  and  remove  the  bodies*  Recently,  a  unit  ealled 
frequent  harassment  and  interdiction  (H  &  I).  fires  into  the  killing  ground 
until  daylight  and  then  was  able  to  move  out  and  identify  the  VC  losses* 

OBSERVATION »  VC  knowledge  that  R  6  I  fires  will  fall  on  the  killing  ground 
may  dbiscourage  recovery  effort  and  enable  an  accurate  body  count* 

rag*  Aviation  Spot  Report  Net* 

DISCUSSION »  Divisional  Aviation  Units  fly  all  over  the  Div  on  routine  missions 
daily*  Cantlnous  surveillance  of  the  area  by  aircraft  on  routine  missions  can 
result  in  signlfio&nt  Intelligence  information  which  would  otherwise  go  un¬ 
noticed*  Currently  there  is  no  oentral  reporting  facility  for  aviation  spot 
reports*  Each  aircraft  reports  to  its  parent  unit  and  the  reports  ere  then 
passed  up  through  channels  %  delaying  the  arrival  of  this  information  at  the 
DTOC.  The  aviation  Bn  used  its  flight  following  facility,  Clipper  Control,  as 
an  aviation  spot  report  net  monitered  by  the  Bn  82,  who,  in  turn,  phones  slgn- 
fleant  reports  to  the  02* 

The  usefulness  of  this  system  was  pointed  19  when  an  aircraft 
on  a  courier  mission  reported  sighting  what  appeared  to  be  e  mined  bus  on  HH£l, 
diverted  to  the  scene  and  suceaafully  evacuated  several  seriously  injured  civilians. 

OBSERVATION*  An  Aviation  Spot  Report  Net  or  Intelligence  Net  monitored  by  02 
personnel  would  facilitate  a  much  faster  diaemlnation  of  timely  valuable  infor¬ 
mation  reported  by  aircraft  over  the  Division  TAOR. 

ITEM*  Booby  Traps 

DISCtlSSICH*  In  order  to  provide  protection  for  base  areas,  caches ,  hospitals 
and  LOCs  the  VC  will  heavily  mins  and  booby  trap  an  area,  or  an  avenue  of 
approach  into  an  area*  The  VC  have  been  known  to  have  an  area  prepared  with 
unaxmad  booby  trape  and  when  forced  to  leave  an  area  will  attach  trip  wires 
and  otherwise  arm  the  booby  traps.  Bunkers  have  been  known  to  have  mines  e t 
booby  traps  mounted  Just  insids  the  entrance  when  an  attempt  to  enter  will 
cause  detonation* 

nreneRVATTQSt  Kngr  mine  detector  end  demo  teams  can  save  much  time  and  ma jpj 
casual  ties' while  traversing  a  mine  field  or  a  booby  trapped  area.  Mine  detec¬ 
tors  should  be  used  In  the  entrances  of  all  bunkers,  fortifications  and  VC 
structures* 
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(a)  Maximum  care  and  maximum  dispersion  will  lessen  chances  of 
large  numbers  of  casualties  from  a  single  booby  trap. 

(b)  Where  practicable  booby  traps  should  be  blown  in  place  either 
with  demo  or  byutw  of  a  grappling  hook  to  detonate  the  booby  trap- 

(5)  .Logistics 

ITEM:  Potable  Ice  Supply. 

DISCUSSION*  The  Potable  Ice  supply  at  CU  CHI  is  inadequate.  Two  15  ton  capa¬ 
city  ice  plants  at  base  camp  are  operational*  but  only  produces  25  tons  per 
day.  Requirements  are  for  approximately  66  tons  daily.  Because  of  lack  of 
adequate  potable  ice  and  lack  of  adequate  refrigeration  equipment,  let  Log  Good 
supplements  the  potable  ice  produced  at  CU  CHI  with  non-potable  ice  on  government 
contract.  This  non-pot  able  ice,  contaminated  with  bacteria  from  human  waste, 
is  a  constant  health  hazard  as  continual  supervision  is  needed  to  prevent  mixing 
of  potable  and  non-potable  ice  at  the  user  level, 

OBSERVATION:  Additional  ice  plants  need  to  be  built  at  Camp  OT  CHI  for  production 
of  potable  ice.  Tv*>  are  scheduled  for  construction  within  A  to  5  months. 

ITEM*  Operation  of  ASP  at  CU  CHI. 

DISCUSSION*  An  ammunition  supply  point  is  presently  operated  at  Camp  CU  CHI  by 
the  DaO,  25th  Inf  Div,  The  Inf  Div  TOE  does  not  authorise  personnel  or  equipment 
for  purposes  of  operating  an  ASP.  Due  to  the  relatively  isolated  geographical 
location  of  the  Div  in  relation  to  Class  V  stocks  at  depot,  it  is  necessary  that 
Class  V  to  stocked  at  CU  CHI  to  allow  for  quick  response  to  any  operational 
neoeasity. 

OBSERVATION*  Operatioh,  to  Include  providing  of  personnel  and  equipment,  of  the 
CU  CHI  ASP  should  be  taken  over  by  elements  of  let  Log  Cbmd. 

ITEM*  Air  Drop  Resupply. 

DISCUSSION:  During  the  period  21  Mar  -  7  Apr  67,  the  196th  Bde  was  largely 
dependent  on  air  drop  resupply  while  participating  in  its  floating  brigades 
operation  during  Operation  JUNCTION  CITY,  Phase  III.  A  total  of  813.3  short 
tone  of  class  I,  III,  and  V  supplies  were  airdropped  at  eight  different  locations. 

OBSERVATION*  Interservice  cooperation  was  excellent.  Response  by  Air  Force  crews 
to  sudden  changes  in  drop  sones  and  their  overall  delivery  accuracy  and  timeliness 
was  exceptional.  Though  Air  Force  and  logistical  assets  were  limited  and  stretched 
to  the  maximum  during  this  period,  the  ground  commander  was  successfully  resupplied 
and  in  a  position  to  devote  his  full  energies  to  his  tactical  mission, 

ITEM:  Aircraft  Refueling  Capabilities, 
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DISCUSSION  t .  During  the  logistioal  planning  phase  prior  to  tho  oonduct  of  Op 
MAkAUPA  n,  (conducted  8  Apr  -  22  Apr  67)  is  was  estahliahed  m  a  valid  re¬ 
quirement  that  two  each  mini^porta  wars  needed  in  the  operational  area.  These 
mini-ports  were  needed  for  JP-4  resupply.  Detailed  die  cues  ions  and  studies  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  conclusion  that  none  of  the  units  of  the  Div  here  the  personnel 
or  equipment  capability  to  operate  Class  IUA  refueling  points  at  field  locations, 

IDE's  of  the  SUPQCM,  Aviation  Bn  and  the  aviation  sections  of  Ble  Hqa  do  not 
provide  the  personnel  or  equipment  to  operate  mini -ports  in  Bde  trains  areas  or 
in  fire  support  bases.  The  problem  was  eolved  in  this  Op  by  the  MAC V  advisory 
element  located  nearby  to  the  operational  area  voluntarily  operating  the  JP-4 
refueling  point  by  providing  both  personnel  and  equipment, 

OBSERVATION;  The  TOE  of  the  ROAD  Inf  Div  and  the  oonoept  of  oombact  eervioe  support 
for  the  Div  as  applies  to  aircraft  refueling  must  be  given  detailed  study  with 
possible  resultant  requests  for  modification  of  TOS's  and  oembat  eervioe  doctrine, 

ITEM:  Oil  Analysis  Frogrcp  Reports, 

DISCUSSION:  Oil  analysis  reports  indicate  that  gear  box  and  engine  oils  for  OH-23Q 
end  W-1  Aircraft  are  contaminated  from  dirt, 

OBSERVATION;  After  extensive  research,  random  sampling  of  tho  oils  througioub  the 
Div,  it  was  decided  that  by  reducing  the  time  interval  of  oil  change  required  by 
applicable  Technical  Manuals  the  problem  was  largely  solved, 

ITEM;  Div  Photo  Lab. 

DISCUSSION:  During  the  tactical  combat  photographic  missions,  experience  has.  shown 
that  ceetain'photographic  equipment  currently  being  used  by  tho  Div  Slg  Eh  is  not 
satisfactory, 

OBSERVATION:  The  KS-6  and  KS-AA  cameras  are  too  complex  and  fragile  for  use  in 
combat  photography.  The  deadline  rate  for  this  equipment  end  lack  of  replacement 
parts  reduces  the  capability  of  the  Div  Photo  Section.  There  is  a  lack  of  working' 
apace  in  the  dark  room  AH/TFQ-7,  which  materially  inhibits  the  Op  of  this  facility, 

ITEM;  Medium  Size  Jungle  Fatigues, 

DISCUSSION:  Narf-avil ability  of  medium  jungle  fatigues, 

OBSERVATION;  Due  to  the  rapid  turnover  of  personnel  and  high  percentage  of  direct 
exchange  due  to  fair  wear  uhd  tear,  15%  overage  of  authorised  storage  of  jungle 
fatigues,  sisa  medium,  should  be  kept  on  hand, 

ITEM:  Resupply  to  fwd  Units. 

DISCUSSION;  Resup  to  fwd  units  is  at  best  time  consuming  process,  rations,  water, 
anno  and  oisc  gear  must  be  taken  in  every  night  and  extract od  in  the  morning.  In 
addition,  in  Inundated  areas  where  no  cover  is  available  filled  sandbags  arc  requ&dd 
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OBSERVATION:  Where  terrain  and  tactical  situation  allow  rssup  CH-47  is  ths  fastest 
and  easiest  method  of  aerial  rssup.  Ons  sortie  of  CH-47  carries  as  mu  oh  as  5  -  8 
times  the  load  of  a  UH-iD,  Loads  can  be  slung  and  dropped  into  the  area  w/o 
causing  a  lot  of  loading  and  unloading  problems*  By  using  CHr47  rosup  time  was  * 
out  by  2/3  and  eoqposure  of  troops  aid  equipment  to.  enemy  fire  reduosd  to  the  «dn* 

To  properly  use  the  CH-47  capabilities  additional  slings  and  cargo  nets  are  required 
in  the  basio  TDUE  equip* 

ITEM  1  Dry-oili  batteries  no  longer  possessing  full  power  can  be  re-used  in  equip 
requiring  reduosd  quantities  of  energy. 

DI3CU8SI0Nt  The  reduosd  life  of  batteries  oecuring  in  RVN  makes  it  essential  that 
they  ba  used  with  optimum  affioienoy*  Whan  no  longer  powerful  enough  to  operate  * 
the  3BB6  Switchboard,  the  BA200  six  volt  battery  can  still  power  an  MX290  Lantern* 
B430  batteries  no  longer  powerful  enough  to  Operate  an  Atyt&A  39  Remote  unit  ore 
still  suitable  for  use  in  HX99/U  flashlights* 

OBSERVATION:  Wills  re-used  batteries  do  not  last  as  long  as  fresh  ones,  they 
perform  setitf actor ily  for  a  reduosd  length  of  time  and  ensure  the  batteries 
oooplsto  use, 

TTEMi  CLlmatio  conditions  in  RVN  indicate  treatment  of  fungal  dematidibies 
with  ORISEDFULVIN. 

DISCUSSION}  The  fungal  dermatldities  ere  among  the  mo£  mmsdn  problems  saen 
on  routine  sick  call*  Included  in  this  category  arer  tinea  oorporia,  tinea 
cruris,  epidoraophyton  infections,  end  non-spedifio  external  otitic  infections. 
Whereas  local  modicabions  have  in  the  most  part  proven  to  be  useful  in  treating 
those  iomitions,  the  moist  dusty  climate  encountered  in  TO  has  tendod  to  auks 
troatment  by  this  method  both  Impractical  and  prolonged. 

Consequently  all  patients  presenting  any  of  the  above  problems  are 
begun  on  griseofulvln  100  mg  pot  id,  as  well  as  local  antifungal  medications. 

On  this  combined  regimen  there  has  been  a  remarkable  increase  in  ours  rats,  and 
decrease  in  time  of  treatment  necessary.  The  patient  is  put  on  a  one  weak 
course  of  Griseofulvln,  and  there  have 'been  no  cases  to  dots  of  toxic  hemoto- 
logical  reactions  to  this  dose  regimen* 

OBSERVATION:  Griseofulvln  has  proven  to  be  a  valuable  first -line  treatment  of 
the  fungal  domabidities  encountered  in  RVN. 

ITEM:  Rough  handling  of  2*75  H.E.  Rockets  causes  rocket  motor  explosions, 

DISCUSSION:  It  has  been  determined  that  dropping  2,75  Rockets  will  aspirate  ths 
propellant  causing  the  propellant  to .  burn  to  the  separation  and  explode.  Rough 
handling  before  or  after  the  warhead  and  motor  are  assembled  will  cause  the 
propellant  to  separate. 
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OBSHIVATIOBj  Proper  oars  and  handling  of  rocket  motors  by  both  amnunitlcn 
peraerftnel  wd  aircrewasn  will  eliminate  rocket  motor  mcplosions  from  thie 
caie*. 

ITBMt  Water  proofing  of  tho  handset  on  tho  AhJ/PRC-25  radio. 

DlSCPSSIONt  It  haa  bean  proven  In  the  past  that  when  units  make  a  oanol  or 
river  erdeslng*  and  even  in  heavy  rain  that  the  handset  will  beoome  inoperative 
when  wet.  The  handset  must  remain  dry  at  all  times. 

QBSBtYATIQNt  One  of  the  beat  ways  to  prevent  the  handset  from  beooai^g  wet,  la 
to  plaoe  aplastic  bag  or  any  plaatlo  or  rubber  material  over  the  handset  and 
tape  it  down  so  that  the  handset  is  waterproof. 

ITBMt  Preasurisatlon  of  reoeivar  transmitter  for  radio  set  AJJ/VR&-24.

DISQgSSXOWt  In  too  many  eases  it  ham  been  necessary  to  oonduct  a  physical  search 
of  depot  warehouses  to  determine  if  a  needed  item  is  on  hand)  Onoo  this  ia  done 
requisitions  are  hand-carried  from  one  office  to  another  and  unit  pick-up  ia 
effected.  This  procedure  is  usually  caused  when  the  requesting  unit  encounters 
incomplete  or  Invalid  advioe  oodte  oh  follow  nip  a,  or  *i«n  there  are  long  delays 
in  obtaining  high  priority  items.

SBSBffllTXONt  A  resupply  of  ten  5-gal  cans  of  water  per  rifle  company  about  12Q0H 
ally  kept  the  trpa  at  maxlaan  combat  effect lvenoe  a.

the  APO  itself  can  provide.  This  is  teen  taped  ally  an  resupply  Ops  in  areas 
not  accessible  by  helicopter >  when  extra  equipment  mist  be  carried,  and  when 
Ivge  quantities  of  oaptured  enemy  material  must  be  extracted. 

OBSERVATION:  Wheeled  trailers  used  in  conjunction  with  the  APC  can  be  very 
effective.  They  oan  be  used  wherever  the  APC  can  travel. 

ITEM:  Unpacking  of  KX545  Bee-Hive  Ammo. 

DiaOUasiOMi  Difficulty  haa  been  experionoed  in  moving  this  ammo  from  ita  fibre 
container  with  the  round  haring  a  tendance  to  stick. 

OBSTOVATIOr  2M546  Bee-Hive  rounds  should  be  uncrafc ad,  removed  from  fibre 
containers  and  cleaned  to  inaura  immediate  availability.  Care  must  be  exercised 
in  safeguarding  packing  containers  in  the  event  of  movement. 

nati  Maintenance  of  Cbimunication  Equipment. 

DISCUSSION:  Equipment  failures  have  resulted  in  excessive  communication  outages. 
The  equipment  failures  have  bo  an  a  result  of  namely  two  things  -  the  extreme 
heat  and  high  humidity  which  reduces  the  life  of  tubes,  resistors,  and  other 
components  of  the  equipment, 

OBSERVATION!  That  all  communication  vena 'be  equip ed  with  air  conditioners  to 
eliminate  eacce salve  communication  outages, 

(6)  Civic  Action  and  PSTDPS. 

IIBtt  Aerial  Broadcasts, 

DISCUSSION:  Aerial  broadcasts  have  proven  to  be  an  effective  way  to  reach  the  VC 
with  propaganda  in  support  of  GVN  ops.  To  further  the  PSTQP  program  a  C-47 
soft  equip  ed  with  loudspeakers  and  on  serial  observer  was  employed  for  4  nights 
over  the  FILHOL  Plantation  -  FHU  HOA  DONS  area.  The  "No-Dobo"  flights  made 
broodoa.rti  of  oombat  noises,  oriental  music  and  CHIHJ  HOI  appeals.  The  aerial 
observer  was  included  to  call  arty  fire*  on  any  VC  shooting  at  tho  soft. 

OBSERVATION:  The  "No-Doae1’  flights  proved  aff  in  that  they  rood  sniper  fire  on 
a  naxaber  cT  occ anions  and  that  the  PHU  HOA  DONS  residents  were  made  very  much 
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awaro  of  its  presence.  By  harassing  the  VC  day  and  night,  we  not  only  wear  down 
their  resistance  to  F SYQPS  but  also  guarantee  maximum  exposure  to  the  CHIBI  HOI 
message. 

ITEM:  Utilization  of  Jeep  mounted  loudspeakers, 

DISCUSSION:  Organic  to  every  Inf  Bn  is  one  loudspeaker  sot  capable  of  being 
mounted  on  a  i  ton  truck  for  mobile  use.  This  equipment  was  used  to  make 
announcements  of  MED  CAPS  and  for  PSYOPS,  It  was  also  usdd  in  support  of 
seal  and  search  missions  and  by  village  chiefs  during  PSYOPS. 

OBSERVATION:  The  jeep  mounted  loudspeaker  has  proven  to  bo  the  most  effeotivo 
way  to  reach  large  groups  of  people  at  the  same  time.  Allowing  the  village 
Chief  to  use  this  equipment,  with  US  driver  and  US  personnel  present  may 
increase  his  stature  in  the  village  and  gain  more  willing  cooperation  from  the 
village  for  US  Forces. 

ITEM:  The'uso  of  cartoons  ani  caricatures  tends  to  reduce  the  effectiveness  of 
propaganda. 

DISCUSSION:  Based  upon  interviews  with  several  HOI  CHANH  it  was  found  that  leaflets 
utilizing  cartoons  or  caricature*  for  illustration  in  larger  than  life  figures, 
animatod  helicopters  etc.,  tends  to  discredit  the  entire  leaflet  even  thou^i  the 
message  itself  may  be  a  valid  ono. 

OBSERVATION:  When  drawings  are  used  for  illustrations,  they  should  conform  as 
much  as  possible  to  a  true  to-life  representation,  Whenever  possible,  photo¬ 
graphs  should  be  used  to  add  credibility  to  the  propaganda  message. 

ITEM:  Ground  16ud speaker  and  leaflet  ops  have  &  greater  degree  of  effectiveness 
than  aerial  ops. 

DISCUSSION:  Indications  are  that  ground  loudspeakers  and  leaflet  missions  conducted 
"along  HW  #1,  have  a  greater  impact  and  produce  more  response  than  aerial  loud¬ 
speaker  and  leaflet  drops.  Although  the  area  covered  in  considerably  smallor 
the  message  is  more  effective  since  it  is  more  personalized.  Ground* mounted 
ops  ore  very  effective  for  offering  mine  rewards  or  exploiting  VC  atrocities 
which  occur  near  populated  areas. 

OBSERVATION:  A  greater  emphasis  be  placed  on  hand  dessimination  of  printed 
material  and  vehicle  mounted  loudspeaker  ops.
